TO ASSURE THERE IS ABSOLUTELY NO MISUNDERSTANDING, I MUST 
POINT OUT THAT MANAMA 891 WAS NOT INTENDED "TO CLEAR THE 
VISIT SUBJECT TO STATE DEPARTMENT APPROVAL THRUST OF 
891 WAS TO POINT OUT NEED TO BALANCE VISITS BY SENIOR 
MILITARY OFFICIALS TO BAHRAIN WITH VISITS BY SENIOR U.S. 
CIVILIAN OFFICIALS, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE EXPRESSED 
WISHES OF THE GOVERNMENT OF BAHRAIN AT A PARTICULARLY 
SENSITIVE TIME IN THE RELATIONSHIP OF THE U.S. MILITARY 
AND BAHRAIN. THERE IS NO QUESTION THAT GENERAL EADE, 
VIEWED IN ISOLATION, WOULD BE MOST WELCOME INSOFAR AS 
BOTH THIS EMBASSY AND THE GOVERNMENT OF BAHRAIN ARE 
CONCERNED. THE PROBLEM IS SIMPLY ONE OF BALANCE AND 
TIMING. IF IN THE LIGHT OF MANAMA 891 THE DEPARTMENT
